OUT IN FORCE OVER 
THANKSGIVING HOLIDAYS 

Chief Warden Maynard F, 
Marsh, Maine Fish and Game 
Dept, says that the Warden 
Service will marshal all its 
forces over the Thanksgiving 
holidays, in the interests of 
hunting safety. 

“Wardens ‘will pay particu- 
lar attention,” Marsh says, “to 
enforcement of safety regula- 
tions and will be on the look- 
out for any violations,” 

The chief warden mentioned 
carrying loaded guns in auto- 
mobiles as one violation his 
men wil be especially alert for. 
They'll be looking, too, for par- 
ties of more than six -hunters 
driving deer; the Jaw limits to 
six. the ntimber that may tale 
part in a drive, 

Another not uncommon Jaw 
violation that will be under 
close scrutiny is that of hunt- 
ing for deer after already 
shooting one. Marsh says that 
violators will be facing manda. 
tory. fine of $100 upon convie- 
tion on this charge. 

The wardens will also be 
ready to point out any unsafe 
hunting practices that are not 
necessarily Jaw violations. 
“Calling attention to danger- 
ous or unsafe gun handling,” 
the chief warden says, “may 
well save ane or more shoot- 
ing accidents.

NUCLEAR DANGERS 
EXPLAINED 


Due to the present tensions 
in world affairs and the pos- 
sibility of the use of weapons 
which can produce far-reaching 
effects, the Jocal Civil Defense 
feela ‘that it would be well to 
review information pertaining 
to the nature of the dangers to 
which we in Bethel might be 
exposed, in order that we may 
diminish the dangers of radJo- 
active fallout, 

When a nuclear weapon ex- 
plodes, components of the bomb 
are radioactive, and some of 
the earth or other material jn 
close vicinity are also made 
radioactive, The large particles 
will quickly fall back to earth, 
but the smaller particles will 
he borne by the winds for 
considerable distances, thus 
contaminating large areas far 
removed from the initial blast. 
These are in the form of a dust. 
which can be so small as to go 
unnoticed. These dust particles 
wive off radiation which can be 
harmful unless we are aware of 
their presence and know some- 
thing of their nature so that we 
may take preventive measures. 

Radiation can be detected on. 
ly by special instruments, such 
ag a Gieyer counter, and your 
local Civil Defense Radiologic- 
al Unit is equipped with instri- 
ments for detecting and mea- 
suring the presence and inten- 
sity of radioactive fallout. With 
these they can give warning to 
take protective measures and 
can inferm when auch mea- 
sures are no longer necessary. 

The protective measures that 
should be taken upon hearing 
the take-vover signal are easeri- 
tially to put as much material 
between you and this radioac- 
live dust ag possible, The eel- 
lar is probably the best Joca- 
tion since the earth and con- 
ertte Are good shields and you 
are farthest. from the duat 
which may have settled on the 
roof.

CALIFORNIA CONTRACTS 


Induatry in Maine is out to 
get a larger share of the na- 
tion’s missile and space busi- 
nes, ° ; 

Spearheading this move is a 
nine man task force which re- 
cently visited Aerojet-General 
Corporation in Sacramento, 
Calif. It was the first stop in 
a week-long ‘tour of California 
missile plants for the business 
representatives who learned 
Sirst hand how their firms can 
get more West Coast missile 
money. 

The California trip was an 
outgrowth of the mid-October 
visit to Maine tby officials of 
the National Acronautics and 
Space Administration and lead. 
ing firms in the missile and 
apace field, including Aerojet- 
General. ‘The visit to Sacramen-

During the Sacramento visit,
